Union, 
men ure the inspectors appointed l 
to carry into effect th- *e laws 
The Child Labor Lnw has taken 
many children out of competition 
with their elder-, ana thereby 
greutly benetittod the workiug 
classes in protecting them in their 
employment us well us insuring the 
children an education to better 
their condition in life. A uniform 
ayslem of text books furnished the 
common schools under Democratic 
laws has reduced prices for the man 
with children, and enable him to 
to use the same books in whatever 
eection of Keotucky he finds it ne¬ 
cessary to locate in seeking em¬ 
ployment. The miuers of the State 
have been further protected dur¬ 
ing Democratic administration by 
the appointment of additional in¬ 
spectors, Union men, to see that 
they are uot worked in dangerous 
places by their employers.

It la not concelv- 
able that a man will lend money at t 
or 6 per cent, and then pay from 1H 
to S per cent In the way of tax. and 
yet It would amount to tbla In very 
many of our Kentucky cities and 
towns. Rather than do so. since he 
can not now, under the law.avold dis¬ 
closing hla possession of the mort- 
sage, the lender will simply retire 
from the money lending market. 
These restrictions curtail the amount 
of money that will be loaned on mort¬ 
gages and mult In a hardship to bor 
rower* It should be remembered, 
also, that the borrower* affected in 
this ea»e are of the very best class— 
farmers who need to raise money on 
their larms: men ol small mean* who 
desire to borrow money to build 
homo. as well as men who pleJse 
tv*| estate In aid them In extensive 
iiul'illng or Industrial operation*. Th- 
possibility of borrowing the money 
they need from private sources lia-* 
always been of great advantage to 
people ot these classes, especially la 
xtnall towns and elite* where there* 
nre not so many trust companies mak 
lug loan* The lender might stand 
the burden Of the lax If he were al 
lowi I i add tdai nmount In hi* rat - 
of Interest. Inn he is headed off in 
• hai direction by the usury laws n 
many raves he tulci-s chances on tills 
point and by various devices will con¬ 
trive to collect from the borrower' 
some extra premium by way of offs-t 
to the tax he must pay on the roor’-i 
gage In this way the burden fall* 
direct on the borrower and must In¬ 
evitably tend to Increase the Interest 
rate on mortgage loan* 

That a lax on mortgages doe* 'o 
increase Iho Interest rale on mort¬ 
gage loans linn been clearly proved by 
the experience of New York. 

It la not to be supposed that there 
will be any opposition to the tax o*i 
mortgage* on the part of corporations 
which have money to lead, since, by 
law, hanks and trual companies are 
not specifically taxed on their mort¬ 
gage loans Bui any banker dislikes to 
see anything done that reatrlcts th- 
amount of available capital In the 
state, tor such restriction of available 
capital meant restriction of bush 
nets, restriction of all forms 
ot progress that make the state 
more prosperous Experience has. up 
to this time, demonstrated that the 
only beneficiaries of (he attempt to 
rigidly tax mortgages are the foreign 
Insurance companies, which come Into 
the state and lend their money and. 
being resident In other states, do not 
have to pay a tax on their mortgages. 

The same registration tax where U 
has been adopted Is applied lo the 
mortgage* filed by railroad and otb-r 
corporation* This I* proving a more 
effective way of taxing bond* than to 
take the chance of Individual holders 
being willing to give them In for tax¬ 
ation, which they generally fall to do. 
In view ot the fan that the bond* 
rarely pay more thun 6 to 10 per cent, 
and three-fifth* to three-fourths «t 
this would have to bn given up to th* 
tax gatherer if the bond* are Haled 
with the assessor And men will not 
willingly submit to confiscation. 

The subject of taxing credit* Is one 
of the most difficult In th# realm .if 
taxation, and It is a field where mis¬
